1. Attached for your information and use is a copy of the 
approved OSO Basic Planning Framework dated 1 February 1952. In its 
present form, the Planning Framework represents not only an outline 
of the planning needs of OSO, but also an approved statement of the 
OSO mission and present OSO philosophy and doctrine for the conduct 
of espionage and counterespionage, including the broad target and 
area priorities. Prior to the approval of this framework, the Area 
Divisions and OSO Staffs were given an opportunity to comment in 
detail thereon. Insofar as possible Division and Staff comments 
have been incorporated in this document. 

2. Attached also for your information is a copy of a memorandum 
dated 23 February 19^2 transmitting copies of the OSO Basic Planning 
Framework to all Area Divisions and OSO Staffs and requesting the 
preparation on an expedite basis of individual country plans and the 
necessary supporting functional plans. 

3. Copies of the Basic Planning Framework also have been made 
available for information and guidance to A/DD/P(A), 0PC, TSS, DD/TRS, 
and AD/C0 with the request that in view of the sensitivity of the 
content thereof, the copies be held on as restricted a basis as possible 
consistent with their full utilization. 
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
